“ Hlisterical Mis-statements on Baptism.” 
(“ The Ball is rolling.”"—“ Keep it before the People.’”) 


Under this head is an article in the New York 
Evangelist of the 12th inst., from the pen of D. 
Platt.. The writer seems to have been shocked 
at the announcement of certain Historical facts 
respecting “infant baptism,” and “the exchange 
of the divine ordinance of baptism for a mere hu- 
man device,” as contained in a communication of 
the Rev. Mr. Bliss, in the N. Y. Baptist Regis- 
ter of last winter. 

The first extract given from Mr. B.’s commu- 
nication is this: “It (infant baptism) had been

ing their brethren, and thus the institution would 
become a most valuable seminary for eatechists 
and assistant missionaries.” 

To the objects proposed by the contemplated 
organization, itis possible that objections may 
arisé in the mindsof brethren whose attention 
has not-before been called to this subject. These 
they will now endeavor to remove. 

1. It -has been objected, “that to collect the 


a 
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converted Jews Jato a settlement is improper. 
That under the Christian dispensation there is to 
be no distinction between Jews and Christians ; 
and that the converted Jews are designed to be 
lights in the world.” 
Answer. This objection must refer either to 
the Jews as missionaries or as private Christians. 
In either case, it is most desirable that they should 
be for a time in a settlement to receive the nec- 
essary preparatory instructions. This will be 
freely granted as it respects missionaries ; and 
those who are acquainted with the mode of edu- 
cation and habits of life of those persons who are 
designed to form the settlement, which are neith- 
er the rich nor the well-educated, will not need 
many arguments to convince them of the advan- 
tages of a settlement.—The friends of the Jews, 
who are anxious for their conversion, are not on- 
ly desirous that they should be saved, i. e. that 
they should escape the misery of hell, and enjoy 
the felicity of heaven, but they wish them also to 
adorn their profession, and thus by their life and 
conduct, be a light and example to others. Hence 
it is necessary that they should have an opportu- 
nity of becoming acquainted, by precept and ex. 
ample, with the doctrines, principles, and deport- 
ment of a real disciple and follower of Christ. 
Now, as most of the Jews likely to join the set- 
tlement must be expected to come trom Russia, 
Poland, Prussia and Germany, we ask, where, in 
those countries, a Jew may meet with such Chris- 
tians? ‘The Lord, indeed, knoweth them that 
are his, but to the poor Jew they are a hidden 
people. He may, perhaps, learn his trade in 
Germany, and thus be able in future to earn his 
bread by his own industry, but is it likely that he 
will become “a light and example,” a true Chris. 
tian? Alas! what he sees and hears is much 
more likely to make him an infidel, or much 
worse than he was before, Matt. xxiii. 15. Asa 
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attending the preaching of the l, is perfect- 
ly natural, but true fatth is the ol of God, and 
Can be expected only in the useof means. Hence 
the deplorable faet, that although our ehurehes 
are open to the 30,000 Jews in this eountry, as 
well as to other people, yet how seldom is any 
one of them to be seen in our places of worship, 
and still more seldom do we hear of the conver- 
sion ofa Jew. Surely there must be some cause. 
The fear of man, as has just been stated, is one 
of the strongest, and can only be removed by an 
institution like that proposed where employment 
is connected with instruction. 

The committee proceed to notice another ob- 
jection, viz: “ This is the land of liberty, and 
the Jew, like other emigrants, will find employ. 
ment without the need of a society.” 

Answer. Even if there were no difficulties of 
getting employment for Jews on their arrival in 
this country, yet, for the reasons assigned in the 
answer to the first objection, it would be desira- 
ble that they should first dwell together, at least 
for a season. But alas! the case of the Jews is 
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disturbances in France, prevented proper atten- 
tion to this matter, and Turkey was obliged to 
lean upon the arm of an old foe, now a professed 
friend. Russia eagerly seized the opportunity, 
and while rendering assistance against Mehemit 
Ali, secured a secret treaty with Turkey, which, 
in its effectual operation would have rendered the 
latter country an appendage of the former, and 
placed in the hands of an aspiring and formidable 
power the passage of the Dardanelles, to obtain 
possession of which has been the supreme object 
of Russia for the last hundred years. With this 
key to her own and her neighbors’ dominions at 
her disposai, she would be the most formidable 
power in the world; without it, she is vastly in- 
ferior to Great Britain and France. From the 
time when this secret treaty was first suspeeted, 
and the consequent growth of Russian influence 
in Turkey was discovered, Great Britain has 6x- 
erted herself to recover lost ground. None of 
the arts of diplomacy which could reach her ob- 
ject have been neglected. Turkey has been 
cherished, Egypt gently repressed, the fears of 
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widely, yea, altogether different from that of all 
other emigrants. Others immediately on their 
arrival, whether (German, English, lrish, &c., 
&c., are met by some of their friends or coun- 
trymen, and received with open arms. In the 
same way in which they were accustomed to earn

Answer. So far from having this effect, it isthe | 


very design of the proposed plan, to puta stop to 
that hypocrisy and imposition which, for the want 
of a test to discover the sincere from the hypo- 
crite, has been too long practiced, and thus dis. 
gusted the best friends of Israel. Mr. Frey, in 
his late tour through England and Scotland, has 
constantly heard the bitter complaint in language 
like this, **We are daily pestered by Jews, who 
tells us that they have already been baptized ; or 
are desirous of receiving Christian instruction,— 
that they have been forsaken or persecuted by 
their friends, and are destitute both of money 
and of bread ; that they are willing to work, but 
can find no employment. 

** Now, not being able to point them toa place 
of refuge, although suspicious of their sincerity, 
yet the bowels of compassion yearning within, 
and fearing, lest the sincere inquirer or disciple 
of Jesus should be neglected, we are compelled 
to give them some relief, and if ever so sinall, it 
is calculated to make hypocrites. But ifemploy- 
ment were provided, the rule of conduct would 
be plain, ‘He that will not work shall not eat.’ ” 

Let the reader, also, further consider, that 
most of the Jews having for ages past been pre. 
vented by the cruel laws and conduct of Chris. 
tians, from earning their bread in any other way 
than by travelling about as pedlars, have become 
averse to any kind of labor. If, therefore, a Jew 
is found willing to come from Poland, Russia, &c., 
to this country, to bind himself an apprentice to 
the Society, and to work daily for his bread, he 
may be looked upon as a sincere inquirer after 
truth. For what could be his motive for hypoc. 
risy ? There is no Jew above the age of four.

3. Itis sometimes objected: “That when the 
Jew is really converted, faith will enable him to 
take up his cross and follow him.” 

Answer. This objection has already been par. 
tially answered in that unanswerable letter of 
Rev. Mr. Maitland, contained in the comnaistee’s 
former address. We would only add, that the 
reader may be sure that when the Jew is once 
converted by the grace of God, he will then cheer- 
fully take up the cross of Christ if ever so heavy, 
“for to whom much is forgiven, the same will 
love much.” But let it be considered, that the 
institution is not so much designed for the benefit 
of those who have already believed, as it is for 
those who are desirous of receiving Christian in- 
struction. Such Jews have probably never heard 
the word of faith, nor does that “faith which pu-

And suppose there should 
be a society formed to whom he may apply im.

ciety for Meliorating the Condition of the Jews 
bas been and still is. To the best of our recol- 
lection, not a single Jew has been taken under 
its patronage for many years past.

The President of that Society, 
and others, know how often, out of mere compas- 
sion, they have been compelled to give them tem- 
poral relief, which, however, affurds no effectual 
_relief to the poor Jew, and yet it becomes a heavy 
burden on the charity of the friends of Israel and 
opens a door for hypocrisy.

| ligious, it becomes us, we repeat, to lift the warn. 
\ing voice and caution our christian brethren 
/against improper and clamorous excitement in 
their attendance at the polls, and to guard them 
/against convivial electioneering practices and 
| their unhappy train of consequences. 

As the editor of the Recdrd, we have no po. 
litics, except those which should govern every 
friend to God and his country, nor are we gov- 
erned in our remarks by a_ predilection for any 
one party; aeither would we dare to prejudice 
the feelings or control the opinions of any chris- 
tian brother, but allow each one to choose for 
himself, according to the dictates of his best judg- 
ment, considering it to be the duty, as wel! as the 
privilege of every professed christian to exercise 
unbiassed his elective franchise. 

The election of a chief magistrate, ever since 
the administration of Jefferson, has been accom- 
panied with more or less popular excitement.— 
The coming one is likely to be more so than usu- 
al, and therefore, the more urgent necessity for 
every professor to watch and pray, lest he be 
carried into the vortex of political corruption un- 
der the fascinating garb of patriotism. But let 
no friend to his country absent himself: let him 
be found at his post in the anticipated contest; 
governed by divine impulses, let prudence and 
moderation be seen in every action, allowing no 
calumuious expressions to escape his lips, nor in.

er or his neighbor, does not happen tosee in poli- 
tics alike with him. He may err in judgment, 
but remember, he is in the exercise of his right 
as a freeman, and though he may embrace doc- 
trines contrary to those others have espoused, 
let him be treated with all christian decorum, not 
forgetting that while both are citizens of one 
earthly government, both are brethren in Christ. 

It is the duty of every professor, as well as ev. 
ery citizen, to think, reflect, and act for himself, 
in this anticipated struggle for political power. 
Let not his judgment be warped by popular meas-

Permit us in our annual epistle to address you on 
the subject of Brornerty Love.

If the external pros- 
perity of the church endangers her purity ; if the free 
use of multiplied means and combined facilities, de- 
mand greater vigilance and watchfulness, than sea- 
sons of adversity ; then surely the present, is a time 
of peril. 

The strength of the church does not consist in her 
numbers ; nor her influence in wealth; nor do sci- 
ence, erudition and gifts, constitute her chief excel- 
lence :—Gold and gifts, power and people, and all 
the imposing train of dignity and honor, may be 
brought into the consecrated pale of the church, 
rendering her in the eyes of the world, terrible as an 
army with banners; yet in the purer eye of her 
Founder, she cannot appear clear as the sun, without 
the celestial principle of love. 

Love is a starof the first magnitude—yea, a sun 


in the moral heavens, which eclipses the gifts ; radi-| 


ates and shines among the graces with unabated 
splendor and unfading loveliness. Love is the source 
from which emenates all true virtue, and the fruits of 
holiness spontaneously spring from this heavenly 
root. Tributary streams, forming a river of charity, 
which shall fertilize the world, may all be traced to 
this fountain.

The fundamental rule of practical godliness is 
this: ‘ All things therefore that ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye the same to them.’ 

Let this law be universally obeyed, and calumny 
and slander would cease. This divine principle car- 
ried out, will carry away bickering, strife,discord, and 
division ; and restore in their proper places, amity, 
friendship, and peace. The univeral prevalence of 
this principle will revolutionize, and evangelize the 
world. Men would beat their swords into plough 
shares, and spears into pruning-hooks, neither learn, 
nor practice War any more. It would supercede the 
necessity of locks and keys, bars and bolts, and ren- 
der useless penitentiaries and prisons. Fortifications, 
ships of war, and all the vast expense employed in 
offensive and defensive warfare, would be turned into 
the channels of benevolence, while racks and gib- 
bets, manacles and dungeons, would exist only in the 
song of by-gone days. Error, superstition, and big- 
otry, would recede before this brightness of the glory 
of the church ; while cruelty and oppression, fraud 
and licentiousness, would hide their diminished heads 
in darkness, shame and despair. Infidelity hitherto 
bold in her march, would quail before this all con- 
trolling power, while Judaism, Paganism, and Mahom- 
medanism, lost in the superior blaze of truth, would 
cluster around, and bow before the altar of Love. 
God would be acknowledged its great high priest, 
blessed forever.

Resolved, That it is expedient and eminently desirable, 
that the Hartford County Agricultural Society should revive 
its long dormant energies, and we hail the present meeting 
as indicative of a determination to restore the Society to its 
former reputation and influence. 

Resolved, That measures be immediately adopted to se- 
cure the bounty of two hundred dollars offered by the State 
of Connecticut, by an act of the last General Assembly, for 
the benefit of the Society, and through the Society to the 
citizens of the County, by means of its premiums, and oth- 
er modes of encouraging agricultural improvements and 
domestic manufactures. 

Voted, That the President be authorized to appoint

Tue Amistap Arricans.—At the Circuit Court held at 
Hartford on the 17th instant, (the case of the Amistad Afri- 
cans having been continued from the last term of the Court, 
to enable the counsel to agree on a statement of the facts 
preparatory to an appeal to the Supreme Court,) a motion 
was made by R. S. Baldwin Esq., to dismiss the appeal 
from the District Court, on the ground that it appeared from 
the record of the District Court that the allegations in the 
libels of Ruiz and Montez that the Africans were their 
property, were found not to be true ;—and that no appeal 
having been taken by them, from the decree of that Court, 
the question of property was conclusively settled : that the 
United States had no interest to authorize an appeal in 
their name ; and that it appeared from the published cor- 
respondence between the Spanish Minister and the Secre- 
tary of State, that the Africans were not demanded by the 
Minister ‘as slaves, but as Africans,” for ‘rial and punish- 
ment in Cuba. 

Judge Thompson, howevet, considered the appeal as 
from his pro forma decree at the last term of the Court, 
though not entered on the record, and that consequently the 
motion could not be entertained in the Circuit Court. He 
remarked that no prejudice to the Africans could be oc. 
casioned by the refusal to entertain the motion here, as it 
could be made in the Supreme Court. 

It was stated by Mr. Baldwin that in the case of Holmes, 
a majority of the Judges of the Supreme Court had ex. 
pressed the opinion that in the absence of a treaty stipula- 
tion, no power exists in the Executive or any department 
of the Government to surrender fugitive criminals to a 
foreign government for trial—Jour. Com.

EXTRACTS FROM LETTERS OF MR. BRONSON, 

In acommunication from Jaipur, of date Oet. 
23, 1839, which accompained copies of elemen- 
tary school books prepared by the missionaries, 
probably the first books ever printed in the Sing- 
pho and Naga languages,—Mr. Bronson, after 
announcing the printing ofthese books, adds— 


The question now arises, Are our hearts to be | 
cheered by seeing these tribes become a reading | 
people ? ‘To see them forsaking the customs of | 
their ancestors, who have ever been prejudiced ! 
against books, and bearing home to their villages | 
the silent messengers of truth—to see the chase 
given up for the school, and their numerous fes- 
tivities for the house of prayer and praise—to 
see the Saviour enthroned in many of their hearts 
—these are changes almost too great and = glori- 
ous, fora weak faith confidently to anticipate. 
But our God has promised, and he will perform. | 
—In preparing elementary books, it is painful to | 
know that we are not directly teaching “ Christ 
and Him crucified,” but it is an alleviating thought | 
that we are by this means acquiring that familiar- 
ity with the dialects of the tribes, which is essen. 
tial to enable us to proclaim the gospel with suc. 
cess. ‘The Catechism in Naga isin type, and will 
de printed in a few days. 

Many rumors of war with Burmese, Singphos, | 
and Khamptis, are current here, and a large num. 
ber of troops are now out against the last two 
tribes. How this will affect our mission is known

as it was before the war. That scattered our 
precious company, and recently the cholera ra- 
ged to so alarming an extent, that the place was 

r a time rapidly depopulating. We have a ve- 
ry pleasant school now, numbering from fifteen to 
twenty scholars. Mrs. Bronson devotes much of 
her time to the instruction of the school, which 
has relieved me of care, and left me time for oth- 
er important duties, 

Mr. Bronson having visited the Nam Sang Naga Hills, 
in the prosecution of his missionary labors, writes to his 
peeves at Jaipur, under date of January 1, 1840, as fol- 
ows :— 

I have been led to query whether I ought not 
to aim at something nore than I formerly have 
done in laboring here. It is just one year to-day 
since I first set out to make inquiries as to the ex- 
pediency of visiting the people of the hills. The 
result you know. God has seen fit to approve 
the measure. Friends and donors have unexpec- 
tedly appeared, until there is quite a fund on hand, 
to be devoted expressly for the benefit of this 
people. A kind providence has favored us_ until 
we have been able to publish the first books in 
their language, and to erect a small mission house 
amongthem. ‘This has given time and opportu- 
nity to test their feelings, and to judge pretty near- 
ly what will be the result of missionary effort on 
their behalf. Notwithstanding all their fears, 
prejudices, and apparent disinclination to books, 
there are evidences and encouragements amount- 
ing almost to certainty, that they will, “in due 
time,” become a reading and religious people. 
The great objects now to be accomplished are, Ist 
—The acquisition of the language. 2d—The 
translation of the scriptures and useful books. 3d 
— The instruction of the youth, 4th—The preach- 
ing of the gospel. 

These objects cannot be as well accomplished 
by dividing the time of the missionary at the two 
places ; since, if he succeed in gaining the atten- 
tion of the people at all while with them, it would 
very likely be diverted during his absence. For 
these and other reasons, it becomes a question 
whether itis not my duty to remove with my 
family at once, with the intention of spending the 
most of the ensuing year at this place, aiming di- 
rectly at the accomplishment of the first three 
objects mentioned above. One circumstance that 
renders it desirable is, | have engaged the servi- 
ces ofa most useful person for the next two years, 
and [ may not be able to secure him longer. 
Another circumstance to be taken into the account 


ted, in our preservation and increase, that from 
this consideration, also, we are bound to exercise 
the strongest confidence in our sovereign Lord, 

Since my last, we have had constantly new 
accessions, and one of my first acts after my re- 
lease will be to baptize several dear converts, who 
have been already accepted by the church. Our 
meetings I shail have to conduct on a smaller 
scale, by which my labors will be much increas- 
ed. This, with the possibility of being imprison- 
ed again for a longer time, makes me now think 
seriously of giving up my official connection with 
the Edinburgh Bible Society, as I fear I cannot 
pay so much attention to its object as I should. 
Dear brethren, pray for us, that the Lord may 
make us faithful to his word. For what you have 
already done for Germany, and especially for the 
cause at Hamburg, accept of my warmest thanks 
and those of the church. I doubt not the many 
precious souls—especially the one hundred and 
more united together in church fellowship in this 
city—will be your richest reward.
